From all parts of the country we have
concurrent repurts of the abundauce of
nea.‘;lj or quite all the staple crops pro-
duced by onr agriculture. Nut ouly is the
prospect good, but already the receipts at
the leading commereial centres of the sea-
board and the West far exceed those of
last year at the corresponding periods.
What was still more remarkable is the
fact Lhat the European harvests are rathor
short, especially those in the British Isles ;
while the troubles in Ireland interfore
very sadly wilh the harvest there, and the
Egyptiau war threatens that country with
famine. Thus financiers and speculators

at the present time to agree in re-

garding the condition of things commer-
cially as highly favorable to another Jarge
increase of the balance of trade in favor of
this republic in her commerce with the
world at large. It is true that pominally
this balance has still been in our favor
during the whole of the past year, not-
withstanding tho shortoess of the crops
of last scason ; but nevertheless, the cur-
reat of gold turucd towards Europe and
has caused n= a net loss of at least $20,-
000,000 off our stock of goki ; whileat the
timo vur foreign debt has again been in-
creasing in consequence of the encrmons
railway bwilding movement in this coun-
try and the cxeessive demand for large
loaus of wmoney for that purpose abroad
aod at home.

Bat it ismow considered «quite probable
that tho American harvests will be so vast
as to stimulate a tremendous export trade
in all our food-products in agricultural
staples, and thus to compel the European
bankers to make e:clumg'e either by ship-
ment of gold hither or by the return of
immense masses of American stocks and
bonds. These alternatives would be quite
acosptable to the country, for although
the gold would of course be preferred, as
under all circumstances the best and most
substantial cousideration, yet the liquida-
tion of the whole of the foreign debt is the
groeatest possible desideratum known to
American finance,

It will be perceived that this present
irrospecl. is wholly due to the blessings of

’rovidence upon the labors of our hus-
bauvdmen in those arts which some politi-
cal economists have foolishly disconraged
as lit only for barbarians, We have sev.
eral Limesspoken of last year's crops as
having been upusually short, but we
must beg our readers to bear in mind that
those erops supplied all the waunts of our
own people with a large margin for export
avd a considerable surplus to carry us

safely through tho year until the new bLar- |’

vest of the present season could be gar-
vered. We consider this as a remarkable
illustration of the safety of this country
from the dangers of famine, since it was
precisely a similar state of aflairs which in
1880 forced France to ship to the United
Htates 10,000,000 in gold to buy food to
supply the deficiencies of her own crops.
